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HEALing Communities 
grant progresses

REGION — An _ online 
meeting of the Quaboag Hills 
Substance Use Alliance Mon- 
day touched on a wide range 
of topics related to substance 
use and recovery. 

An update on the Boston 
Medical Center’s HEALing 
Communities Grant, was giv- 
en, with a data collector and 
a data analyst having been 
recently hired. They will work 
in Ware and Belchertown, 
which make up an area con- 
sidered one of the 16 areas of 
Massachusetts, and in other 
areas such as Greenfield, Or- 
ange and Athol. 

Applications for a_part- 
time coordinator for Ware 
and Belchertown have been 
received and a committee 
will screen the applicants and 
conduct interviews. 

The grant was awarded in 
April 2019 by the National 
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Institutes of Health, which 
selected four research sites for 
the HEALing Communities 
Study in states hard hit by the 
opioid crisis, one of which is 
Massachusetts. The others 
are New York, Kentucky and 
Ohio. 

The study aims to reduce 
overdose deaths by 40 percent 
over three years in selected 
16 communities, by testing a 
set of proven prevention and 
treatment interventions, such 
as distribution of naloxone to 
reverse overdose and linking 
individuals in the criminal 
justice system with treatment 
for opioid addiction. 

Boston Medical Center 
received $89 million in April 
2019, of the $350 million 
awarded to support the multi- 
year study under a cooper- 
ative agreement supported 
by the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse, part of the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. 

The study is also being 
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carried out in partnership 
with the federal Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration, 
which provides support for 
many of the local preven- 
tion, treatment and recovery 
Support services to be stud- 
ied. The study is part of the 
NIH Helping to End Addic- 
tion Long-term, or HEAL 
Initiative, designed to be a 
trans-agency effort to speed 
scientific solutions to stem 
the national opioid crisis.

Ocean State Job Lot is making every 
dollar count in its effort to ensure the 
safety of frontline workers during the 
Covid-19 pandemic.

As part of its mission, Ocean State

of the 140 communities that the busi- 
ness calls home. 

With stores spread across Connecti- 
cut, Pennsylvania, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
York, Rhode Island and Vermont, the 
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Ocean State Job Lot donates critical PPE 


Ocean State Job Lot Charitable Foun- 
dation certainly has its hands full. 

“We believe that during this time of 
crisis, we all have skills and abilities that 
can help with the fight against COVD-

Conforti. 

As the region struggles to produce an 
adequate supply of PPE, the retailer’s 
campaign 1s critically significant.

In addition to distributing PPE, 
the Ocean State Job Lot Charitable 
Foundation supports numerous causes 
such as feeding the hungry, helping the 
homeless, assisting veterans and mili- 
tary families, caring for children and ad- 
vocating for healthcare among others. 

“Contributions made to the founda- 
tion are handled with the same business 
expertise, intelligence and focus on val- 
ue used to run the Ocean State Job Lot 
retail operation,” said Conforti. “This 
ensures that every dollar entrusted to 
the foundation makes the greatest possi- 
ble impact on the communities we serve.

“Many have been reaching out 
to see what they can do to help while 
they are sidelined at home and one 
volunteer saw this idea and shared it 
with our staff.” 

Blancato said she is amazed by 
the artistic talent of the group of 
volunteers helping with the portraits. 
“Each artist brings their own style 
to the portraits,” she said. “I look 


forward to the daily Facebook posts 
featuring a gallery of new artwork.” 
Blancato is currently waiting for a 
portrait of two of her pets. 

The fundraiser inspired Second 
Chance to create a volunteer from 
home program nicknamed Create 4 
Critters. The program was launched 
with two other projects in addition 
to the pet portraits: creating catnip 
mice to help entertain feline shelter 
pets and creating one of a kind quilt 
and crochet squares, which will be as- 
sembled to be auctioned off at a later 
date. 

Poorly Drawn Pets was originally 
planned just for Facebook, but Sec- 
ond Chance received many requests 
from people who don’t use social 
media, so the fundraiser is now avail- 
able on the secondchanceanimals.org 
website.

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during COVID-19, the Task Force has 
some things we'd like you to consider. 

But let’s start out with this basic fact: the 
best way to make all relationships safe 1s to 
make sure that no one is abusive. This is our 
real work. We as a community need to hold 
people who abuse accountable, and make 
sure help is available for those who genuine- 
ly want to change. 

In the meantime, if you are being mis- 
treated, remind yourself everyday that it 
is not your fault and that you deserve to 
be treated with dignity and respect. What 
would you say if someone you cared about 
was being hurt? Say these things to yourself. 
You are worthy, important, valuable, deserv- 
ing. Say it to yourself 10 times a day. If there 
is a peaceful place you can go to while you 
do this even for a few minutes, your favorite 
chair or a tree in your yard you like to sit 
under, all the better. 

If there is someone you trust, consider 
telling them what is happening and asking 
for their support. You can also call a local 
advocate out of Behavioral Health Net- 
work at 413-262-7103 or 413-967-6241, 
ext. 58535. We know these advocates. They 
sit on the Task Force.They are good, car- 
ing, knowledgeable, nonjudgmental people. 
They are available to help even while we are 
socially isolating. 

Of course, if it is an emergency call 911 
or a hotline. Tell the dispatcher the physical 
danger you fear, and if there are guns in the 
house. SAFELINK, the state-wide hotline, 
can be reached at 877-785-2020. 

If you have children, make sure they 
know none of what is happening 1s their 
fault. Tell them how important they are to 
you, and how you want them to stay safe. 
Make a plan for what they should do if they 
are worried. Is there a friend or neighbor 
they can call? Can you put this number in 
their phone contacts, and choose a code 
word that everyone knows means help is 
needed? Do they know to call 911 if needed? 
Where should they go in the apartment or 
house to stay safe? If you think they might 
tell your partner about the plan, craft it asa 
general emergency plan for cover. 

In case you need to leave suddenly, have a 
plan in place. In an emergency, when adren- 
aline is pumping through our veins, it can 
be hard to think clearly. Thinking out ahead 
of time what you will do can help. Domes- 
tic violence advocates are experts at safety 
planning, so consider enlisting their help as 
you plan. 

Who will you call and where will you go? 
Can you get a pay as you go phone so you 
can make some calls privately, calls that can- 
not be traced? A BHN advocate can help you 
get this kind of phone if needed. Remember,

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Help for old lilacs 





hile we never did get 
that new picket fence 
finished for Mother’s 


Day, we did attack a patch of li- 
lacs that were in terrible need of 
TLC. The poor things were grow- 
ing in stone and covered in grape- 
vine and a fair share of poison 
ivy. They really struggled last year 
and because of that have only a 
few buds. Once they are finished 
blooming we'll cut them back and do our 
best to enrich the soil and cross our fingers 
that they will reyuvenate. If you too like li- 
lacs and are 1n need of a refresher course on 
their culture, read on. 

I find it funny that for 50 weeks out of 
the year this nondescript bush blends into 
the background, but then, for two glorious 
weeks in May the spotlight is all its own. 
Sure, the flowers are great, but I think that 
they are merely a vessel for the intoxicating 
fragrance. I sniff it once and I am taken 
back to my childhood and the purple lilacs 
that bordered our back porch. 

It is not difficult to succeed with lilacs 
providing you meet their basic require- 
ments. Although they will survive in shade, 
they will not bloom there. Plant them 1n full 
sun in well-drained soil, avoiding areas that 
puddle water in summer or become encased 
in ice in winter. This is not to say lilacs like 
a drought, they do appreciate supplemen- 
tal watering during dry spells. Lilacs prefer 
neutral to alkaline soil. Since soils in Massa- 
chusetts tend to be acidic adjusting the pH 
with lime is likely to be necessary. 

Transplant in early spring or early fall, 
allowing a good 10 feet of space per lilac. If 
a hedgerow of like varieties is desired spac- 
ing can be reduced to six feet apart. While 
lilacs may bloom the first season after trans- 
planting, it may take three years for them 
to establish and flower regularly. As soon as 
flowering is finished remove spent blossoms 
down to the first leaf. Seed formation will be 
halted and energy will be conserved and re- 
directed to next season’s flower production. 
Since buds are set in summer it 1s important

to tackle any necessary pruning 
soon after flowering as well. If 
pruning takes place in fall, winter, 
or in spring prior to bloom there 
is a good chance buds will be sac- 
rificed. 

If your lilacs have become too 
woody and blooms are sniffed 
by use of tippy-toes it 1s time for 
some rejuvenation. Start in the 
center of the bush at ground level 
and work out, cutting out the oldest stems. 
Then concentrate on reducing the overall 
height to about 8 feet. Severely overgrown 
lilacs can be handled in this manner over 
a three-year period, pruning out one third 
each year. 

You can propagate your own lilacs sim- 
ply by transplanting a sucker from the main 
bush. In spring, use a spade to separate it, 
but leave it in place until the fall, by that 
time it will have grown its own roots and will 
be safe to move. 

Two diseases that affect the leaves of li- 
lac are powdery mildew fungus and leafroll 
necrosis, both of which are more cosmetic 
than injurious to plant health. Powdery mil- 
dew appears as white blotches on the leaves 
in late summer and fall. Adequate spacing 
and regular pruning to improve air circula- 
tion may reduce the attack. Leafroll necro- 
sis causes leaves to curl and is thought to be 
the result of air pollution. Some varieties 
are more susceptible to these diseases than 
others, keep this in mind when making your 
selection at the nursery. There are hundreds 
of cultivars of the Common Lilac (Syrin- 
ga vulgaris). Single and double-flowering 
forms are available, and colors range from 
traditional lilac-purple to other shades of 
purple, pink, magenta and white.

if your partner knows your passwords, 
they can access your calls, texts, emails, 
browser history and cloud storage. Learn 
what you can about keeping location 
trackers off and erasing things like text 
threads and browser history. Some abu- 
sive people install spyware on their part- 
ner’s devices or place location trackers in 
cars or in a purse. You can learn more at 
www.techsafety.org. 

Think about keeping your car filled 
with gas if you have one, and making 
copies of important papers like birth cer- 
tificates, Social Security cards, car regis- 
tration and insurance, protection orders 
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and legal and financial documents. Keep 
these documents in a safe place where 
your partner is unlikely to look for things. 
Put aside medicines, extra car keys, a few 
clothing items, a gas card, some cash and 
an extra phone if you have one. If your 
partner is likely to grab your purse to 
stop you from leaving, make sure nothing 
essential is in it. 

If you are afraid you will be hurt and 
cannot leave, where is the safest place in 
your house, where there are no knives or 
guns and you can’t easily be trapped? 

If you think a protective order will 
help, you can get one during COVID-19 
without going to court. Advocates are 
great at walking people through how to 


get an order and what an order can in- 
clude. For example, you can request that 
guns be removed from the home or that 
your partner refrain from abuse while 
they are home. You can include your chil- 
dren and your pets in an order. 

If you'd rather, you can call the police 
or the courts directly to find out how to 
apply for an order, or call the Trial Court 
helpline at 833-912-6878. 

If you don't plan to leave now but 
want to leave eventually, an advocate can 
still help. Many people plan for years 
before they leave. Advocates understand 
that leaving involves weighing significant 
trade-offs like facing poverty or home- 
lessness, losing your or your child’s sup- 
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port system, or even losing your faith 
community. Some people don’t leave un- 
til they find a job, get job training, or find 
an affordable place to move to. An ad- 
vocate can help with long-term planning 
and will understand that you know best 
when and if it is time to leave. 

Remember, abuse 1s never the fault of 
the person who is abused. Everyone de- 
serves to be safe, no matter what.

eve seen plenty of evidence 
lately of the deep polarization 
in this country. Even in the 


midst of this crisis, national politicians, 
the political parties and their adherents 
are finding plenty to fight over—even as, 
for the most part, ordinary Americans 
have been remarkably united and many 
governors and mayors have worked hard 
to handle the coronavirus pandemic 
competently and guided by expert advice. 

The question as we look ahead 1s 
whether the trends we'd been seeing 
before the pandemic will reassert them- 
selves, or instead there will be some sort 
of reset. Because those earlier trends are 
extremely worrisome. 

For years now, it’s been common for 
politicians to label their rivals as unpa- 
triotic and illegitimate. The deep freeze 
in cross-aisle relations in Congress had 
made progress there extremely difficult, 
though the crisis has given congressio- 
nal leaders and members of the Trump 
Administration no choice but to keep 
bargaining until they hammer out agree- 
ments. 
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Worrisome trends affecting representative democracy 


Other trends are equally problematic. 
The federal civil service, for instance, has 
always fielded a lot of very good peo- 
ple—dedicated public servants who try 
not to be partisan, remain independent 
in their views, and support the work of 
whichever administration is in power. 
They want to make government work 
better. That has gotten much harder to 
pull off in recent years, and the result is 
a civil service that is losing workers, in- 
stitutional knowledge, and competence. 
There are still capable civil servants, 
many of whom have been doing their 
best to keep federal services on an even 
keel during this crisis, but it’s hard to 
escape the feeling that their impact has 
been diminished. 

Likewise with the judiciary, which 
has become more politicized. It’s a wor- 
risome trend in a branch of government 
that has generally stood for even-handed 
justice and, over the long term, strength- 
ened Americans’ civil rights and civil 
liberties. The President, however, likes to 
say that his biggest achievement in office 
has been to put very conservative judges 
into power, a claim that undermines the 
judicial branch’s standing as the pillar of 
independence this country long depend- 


ed upon. Ideology will always play a role 
in judicial choices, but making judges 
more nakedly political is a destructive 
trend. 

This extends to the media, as well. 
For whatever reason, it exercises less 
rigorous oversight of government, and 
what does exist is more partisan. While 
there’s coverage of national issues and 
politics, the trends have led to less robust 
local coverage, and a less healthy democ- 
racy. 

As polarization has deepened, Con- 
gress has gridlocked, presidential power 
has expanded (not a new thing, by the 
way), and the government has become 
less responsive and less effective. It took 
a national crisis to lay bare some of these 
issues, but the trends underlying them 
have been going on for some time, and 
fixing them will take time, too. 

This has to start with ordinary Amer- 
icans. Voters need to reclaim our de- 
mocracy and demand that the system 
that made us a great nation—one that 
adhered to the checks and balances and 
separate institutional responsibilities laid 
out in our Constitution—be restored. At 
the community, state, and federal levels, 
our job is to maintain the robustness of 


our institutions of government, agitate 
to ensure that they are performing as 
they should, and recognize that if the 
trends I’ve laid out strengthen their grip, 
our representative democracy will suffer. 
The threats may not be existential yet, 
but they could become so. 

Because here’s the thing. People may 
distrust government, but just as the 
pandemic has made clear that at bot- 
tom there’s no palatable alternative to 
an effective and competent government 
system, so it’s also true that the only 
way ultimately to solve the problems 
and worrisome trends of government 1s 
principally through government action. 
Which means that in the end, as citizens 
we have to forcefully step up to our re- 
sponsibilities and insist that our public 
officials do so, too.

SOCIAL SECURITY MATTERS: Husband confused about spouse benefits

ear Rusty: I am 65 and still 
[J eorne and plan to work for 

some time to come. My birth- 
date is February 1955. My wife is 64 and 
not working. Her birthdate is January 
1956. Half of my benefit is more than 
half of hers. Iam confused on the spou- 
sal benefit rules. If she were to take her 
Social Security early before she reach- 
es her full retirement age, what are the 
rules that affect her? Signed: Confused 


Husband 

Dear Confused: First I must clarify 
that spousal benefits do not work as you 
have suggested, that “half of my benefit 
is more than half of hers.” Spousal ben- 
efits are always based upon the amount 
the individuals are due at their full re- 
tirement age, regardless of the age at 
which they claim. If half of your ben- 
efit at your full retirement age (FRA) is 
more than your wife’s full benefit at her 
full retirement age, then the difference 
between those two numbers is a “spou- 
sal boost” which is added to your wife’s

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own payment amount when her spouse 
benefit starts. If she has reached her 
FRA when you claim and her spouse 
benefit starts, your wife will get the en- 
tire spousal boost; if she has not, the 
spousal boost will be reduced. 

Your wife cannot collect a spousal 
benefit until you start collecting your 
Social Security, so if she claims bene- 
fits before you claim she will initially 
get only what she 1s entitled to on her 
own work record. Then when you claim, 
the “spousal boost” will be added to 
her benefit. If you claim at your FRA, 


your wife will not yet have reached her 
full retirement age, so her spousal boost 
amount will be reduced and added to 
her own reduced benefit amount, mak- 
ing her total benefit as your spouse less 
than 50 percent of your FRA benefit 
amount. 

Your full retirement age is 66 years 
and 2 months, and you won't be enti- 
tled to full benefits until you reach that 
age. For your awareness, you can wait 
beyond your FRA and earn delayed re-

tirement credits, up to age 70 when your 
benefit would be about 31 percent more 
than it would be at your FRA, but your 
wife cannot get her spousal boost until 
you claim. 

And also for your awareness, if you 
claim benefits before you reach your 
FRA and continue to work, you'll be 
subject to Social Security’s earnings lim- 
it ($18,240 for 2020) which, if exceeded, 
will cause SS to take back some of your 
benefits. The earnings limit goes up by 
about 2.5 times in the year you reach 
your FRA and goes away when you 
reach your full retirement age. 
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Your wife’s full retirement age is 66 
years and four months, and any bene- 
fits she claims on her own record prior 
to reaching that age will be reduced. At 
64 she could claim her own benefit from 
her own work record (assuming she has 
at least 40 Social Security credits), but 
that benefit would be reduced to about 
85 percent of what she would get at her 
FRA. And claiming at age 64 would 
also affect the amount of her spousal 
benefit when that starts. The only way 
your wife can get 100 percent of the 
amount she is due as your spouse is to 
wait until her FRA to claim any benefit. 
If she claims her own benefit at age 64 
or any time before her FRA, not only 


will her own benefit be reduced, but her 
eventual benefit as your spouse will be 
less than 50 percent of your FRA ben- 
efit amount, even if you wait to claim 
until your wife reaches her FRA. That’s 
because her spousal boost, when it oc- 
curs, will be added to the reduced Social 
Security retirement amount she 1s get- 
ting because she claimed before her full 
retirement age. 

You are certainly not alone to be 
confused about spousal benefits as this 
is one of the most confusing areas of 
Social Security’s rules. But I hope the 
above provides what you and your wife 
need to make an informed claiming de- 
cision.

Golf courses allowed to 


open, carts for those in need

After more than a month 
of waiting, a sigh of relief has 
come over at least one sport 
as Gov. Charlie Baker lifted 
the ban on golf courses. Golf 
courses were able to open up 
last Thursday after Baker took 
heat for being the only state in 
the country not to allow golfing. 

Two golf courses in central 
Massachusetts, one of them 
being Wachusett Golf Course, 
was set to re-open despite the 
governor's ban, but Baker lifted 
it before owners could defy him. 

His move was not made 
without restrictions, many of 
which will slightly change how 


the game is played temporarily, 
such as the fact that flags must 
remain 1n the hole and flags that 
are hit with the ball not going in 
the hole are considered a com- 
pletion of that hole. 

One restriction that was met 
with a lot of unpopularity was 
the banning of the golf carts, 
requiring that people walk from 
hole to hole. For many older 
golfers, that made the prospect 
of hitting the course not fea- 
sible, and was something that 
would likely continue to chase 
golf business to neighboring 
states, including Connecticut. 

But Sunday morning, Baker 
announced he was lifting the 
ban on carts, but only for peo- 
ple who show a physical need 


for them. 

According to Mass. Golf, the 
sport is a $2.8 billion business 
in the state. Because golf can 
be done with a certain level of 
social distancing, many people 
have been clamoring for the 
re-opening of courses. 

For now, with a number of 
guidelines, golfing 1s now possi- 
ble for all ages. Not every golf 
course has opened, but most 
private courses have made the 
decision to open. Because Baker 
allowed course to employ main- 
tenance staff during the full 
stay-at-home advisory period, 
most course were kept up and 
ready to go last Thursday when

The AHL’s standings — sorted by 
points percentage — and statistics as of 
March 12, 2020, are considered final

the order was lifted. 

Municipally-run courses can be 
opened at the discretion of the individual 
towns. Agawam Mayor William Sapelli 
immediately opened Agawam Municipal 
Golf Course. 

If you are thinking about heading out 
to the golf course, here are a few of the 
things you should know to play the game 
properly and safely under state guide- 
lines: All golfers must maintain proper 
social distancing of at least 6 feet at all 
times. Groups of players are restricted to 
no more than 4 players at one time. Tee 
Time Policy must be 15 minutes between 
groups. Golfers must stay in their car until 
15 minutes before their tee time and must 
return to their car immediately following 
play. All golfers must use their own golf 
clubs. Sharing golf clubs or rental golf 
clubs is not allowed. 

These are the rules for golf course: 
Course facilities including but not limited 
to the clubhouse, golf shop, restaurant, 


bag room and locker room must remain 
closed. Personnel will be present to en- 
force social distancing. No other employ- 
ees will be allowed to work at the recre- 
ational component of the golf operation. 
All staff must wear face coverings while 
on property. Members-only clubs can 
allow guests as determined by the secu- 
rity personnel on the golf course. Private 
clubs that allow non-members to make 
reservations can do so at their discretion. 
Maintenance personnel are permitted to 
work on the golf course. Online and re- 
mote payment options must be utilized. 
Flagsticks must remain in the hole. Hole 
liners must be raised so picking a ball out 
of the hole doesn’t occur. Bunker rakes 
must be removed, and ball washers must 
be removed or covered. Practice putting 
green, driving range, and chipping areas 
must be closed. Facilities must have read- 
ily accessible hand sanitizer. 

It 1s possible these restrictions will re- 
ceive another look as the state begins to 
re-open. Golf is currently the only sport 
being played in the state.

WORCESTER—The Cannabis 
Control Commission will open up li- 
censing applications to prospective de- 
livery-only mariyuana_ establishments 
and certain microbusinesses seeking de- 
livery endorsements starting on Thurs- 
day, May 28. In accordance with Com- 
mission regulations, the new adult-use 
license types will be exclusively available 
to certified Economic Empowerment 
Applicants and Social Equity Program 
participants for a minimum of two 
years. 

Delivery-only licenses and micro- 
business delivery endorsements were 
added to the Commission’s host of 
available marijuana establishment op- 
portunities following the 2019 regula- 
tory process. Historically, the Medical 
Use of Marijuana program has permit- 
ted home delivery to registered qualify- 
ing patients and currently 18 Medical 
Maryuana Treatment Centers offer the 
service in the commonwealth. 

Electronic licensing forms for adult- 
use delivery will be available to appli- 
cants through the Massachusetts Can- 
nabis Industry Portal at MassC]Portal. 
Com starting on May 28. Prior to sub- 
mitting a delivery-only license applica- 
tion, eligible businesses will first need to 
apply for Commission pre-certification 
in order for the agency to gather infor- 
mation about the entity, individuals as-

sociated with the business, and its plans, 
policies, and procedures demonstrat- 
ing its ability to obtain a license. The 
pre-certification application was devel- 
oped in direct response to constituent 
feedback which called for a Commis- 
sion pre-approval process that would 
certify an entity’s propensity to open 
an ME and assist individuals with ob- 
taining lease agreements and other local 
level approvals. 

Once the prospective delivery-only 
entity receives Commission pre-certifi- 
cation, they may use the approval to sup- 
port their search for a host community 
and move forward with the remainder 
of the licensing process. Eligible micro- 
businesses may apply for a Delivery En- 
dorsement from the Commission after 
receiving a provisional microbusiness li- 
cense. Delivery-only and microbusiness 
delivery endorsement approvals will fol- 
low the Commission’s standard licens- 
ing procedures, including provisional 
and final review and approval, as well as 
completion of the relevant inspections 
under the Commission’s regulations. 

The Commission has mandated the 
minimum two-year exclusivity period 
for certified Economic Empowerment 
Applicants and Social Equity Program 
participants will begin once the first 
licensee has commenced delivery oper- 
ations in the Commonwealth. All mar-

Certified Economic Empowerment 
applicants and Social Equity Program 
participants must meet the respective 
program criteria and maintain majority 
ownership (51 percent or more) over the 
license in order to take advantage of the 
exclusivity period. As of May, between 
the two programs, more than 400 appli- 
cants are eligible for delivery-only and 
microbusiness. delivery endorsement 
exclusivity, including 122 certified Eco- 
nomic Empowerments applicants and 
nearly 300 Social Equity Program par- 
ticipants from cohorts one and two. 

Adult-use consumers who may wish 
to utilize delivery services will first need 
to pre-verify their identity with the mar- 
yuana retailer or microbusiness from 
which they will be ordering products. 
Under the Commission’s regulations, 
$10,000 is the maximum retail value of 
any marlyuana or mariyuana products 
allowed in a delivery vehicle at any one 
time and licensees must make every ef- 
fort to minimize the amount of cash 
carried in a delivery vehicle. 
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Marijuana establishment delivery applications available 


Agents engaged in the delivery of 
marlyuana or marijuana products to 
a consumer must have an operational 
body camera on their person whenev- 
er they are outside of the delivery ve- 
hicle to conduct the transaction. All 
marijuana and mariyuana product de- 
liveries will be tracked using the state’s 
seed-to-sale system of record. More 
information about the requirements for 
adult-use delivery is available under the 
Commission’s adult-use regulations 935 
CMR 500.000. 

Deliveries of marijuana or marijua- 
na products by a delivery-only licensee 
or a microbusiness with a delivery en- 
dorsement shall be limited to: 

¢ The municipality which the deliv- 
ery licensee has identified as its place of 
business; 

¢ Any municipality which allows for 
adult-use retail within its borders; or 

¢ Any municipality which, after re- 
ceiving notice from the Commission, 
has then notified the Commission that 
delivery may operate within its borders.

Universal suffrage came during a 
time of widespread heartache. The 
movement to win the vote for women, 
already in its vigor, was nearly toppled 
by a deadly Spanish Flu pandemic that 
walloped the country. It killed 675,000 
Americans between January 1918 and 
December of 1920, according to histor- 
ical accounts. 

Carrie Chapman Catt, founder of 
the League of Women Voters, said “This 
new affliction is bringing sorrow into 
many suffrage homes and is presenting a 
serious new obstacle in our referendum 
campaigns and in the Congressional 
and Senatorial campaigns.”

GRATEFUL AMERICAN BOOK PRIZE 


Despite the unexpectedly fierce foe, 
a brave and resolute cadre of women 
secured the right to vote for their sister- 
hood. Congress passed the 19th amend- 
ment on March 27, 1920, ratified it five 
months later and ended “...almost a 
century of protest.” 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
centennial of a major historical event 
is celebrated throughout the nation, but 
now--just as then--a pandemic—has put 
a pause on partying with pomp. 

Meanwhile, it is important to re- 
member that bickering over equal rights 
began during the Revolutionary War. 
While many colonists concentrated on 
relief from British subjugation in the 
1770s and 1780s, future First Lady, Abi- 
gail Adams, was also pondering another 
goal: how to include women in the polit- 
ical life of a brand-new country. 

In a letter dated March 31, 1776 to 
her husband, John Adams, the pro- 
spective second President of the United 
States, she wrote: 


“In the new Code of Laws which I 
suppose it will be necessary for you to 
make I desire you would Remember the 
Ladies and be more generous and fa- 
vourable to them than your ancestors. 
Do not put such unlimited power into 
the hands of the Husbands. Remember 
all Men would be tyrants if they could. 
If perticuliar care and attention is not 
paid to the Laidies we are determined 
to foment a Rebelion and will not hold 
ourselves bound by any Laws in which 
we have no voice, or Representation.” 

The Grateful American Book Prize 
is an award offered for excellence in 
writing for adolescent historical fiction, 
and non-fiction, based on the events 
and persons that have shaped the Unit- 
ed States since the country’s founding.
